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CANADIAN  CROP  CONDITIONS  LESS  FAVORABLE 

Prospects  for  the  1929  Canadian  wheat  harvest  declined  appreciably 
in  all  three  of  the  prairie  provinces  during  the  last  few  days  of  June 
due  to  the  dry  weather  and  hot  winds,  according  to  telegraphic  advices 
from  the  Canadian  Wheat  Pool.    The  supply  of  moisture  appears  to  vary 
widely,  some  districts  having  sufficient  moisture  for  the  present,  while 
others  are  very  dry  and  report  that  it  is  now  too  late  for  rains  to  bene- 
fit the  crop  to  any  great  extent.     The  conditions  of  all  crops  in  Alberta 
on  July  4  were  very  much  lower  than  a  week  earlier.     The  unofficial  report 
of  wheat  conditions  as  of  the  end  of  June  were:    Manitoba  34.2  per  cent, 
Saskatchewan  82.5.  per  cent,  and  Alberta  76.2  per  cent  of  normal,  against 
91.2  per  cent,  91.9  per  cent,  and  93.6  per  cent  respectively  as  of  June  17.  • 

GERMANY  INCREASES  TARIFF  RATES 

The  German  Reichstag  has  enacted  legislation  increasing  the  import 
duties  on  wheat,  wheat  flour,  rye,  oats,  butter,  and  potatoes,  according 
to  a  cablegram  received  from  0.  L.  Dawson,  Acting  Agricultural  Commissioner 
at  Berlin.     The  new  rates  become  effective  July  10.     The  increases  in  the 
rates  on  the  above-named  products,   so  far  made  available,  are  as  follows: 
On  imports  from  the  United  States  and  other  countries  enjoying  most-f avored- 
nat ion. 'treatment;  wheat,  from  32.41  to  42.14  cents  per  bushel;  rye,  from 
30.25  to  36.30  cents  per  bushel;  oats,  from  17.29  to  20.74  cents  per  bushel. 
On  imports  from  Canada,  Australia,  and  other  countries  that  do  not  enjoy 
most-favored- nation  treatment  the  increases  are  as  follows:    Wheat,  from 
32.41  to  43.62  cents  per  bushel;  rye,  from  50.25  to  42.35  cents  per  bushel; 
and  oats,  from  17.29  to  24.20  cents  per  bushel.    The  new  legislation  also 
provides  that  German  flour  mills  will  be  required  to  grind  not  less  than  30 
per  cent  of  homo-grown  wheat  during  the  year.    A  more  complete  statement  of 
the  new  legislation  and  of  the  rates  on  wheat  flour,  butter,  and  potatoes 
will  be  published  upon  receipt  of  further  details  from  Berlin. 
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BREAD  GRAINS 

. .  .  "Wheat  acreage  and  condition 

The  1929  wheat  acreage  in  22  countries  remains  the  same  as  reported 
last  week,  or  140,068,000  acres,  against  136,125,000  acres  in  1928.    See  table, 
page  58.    Wheat  production  appears  on  page  59. 

Canada 

The  Northwest  Grain  Dealers'  Association  in  a  recent  report  esti- 
mated the  1929  wheat  acreage  in  the  three  Prairie  Provinces  of  Canada  at 
23,998,000  acres,  which  is  an  increase  of  1.3  per  cent  over  their  estimate 
of  the  1928  acreage.    The  official  estimate  of  the  1929  area  will  be  is- 
sued July  10.    During  the  last  few  days  of  June  there  were  fairly  general 
showers  over  western  Canada,  according  to  reports  received  "by  the  United 
States  Weather  Bureau,  "but  since  that  time  the  weather  has  been  generally 
fair. 

Europe 

The  official  report  of  crop  conditions  in  Prussia,  Germany,  as  of 
July  1  indicates  that  the  winter  wheat  crop  in  that  province,  which  repre- 
sents over  50  per  cent  of  the  total  wheat  crop  of  Germany,  was  not  as 
favorable  as  at  the  same  time  last  year,  according  to  a  cable  from  Acting 
Agricultural  Commissioner  0.  L.  Dawson  at  Berlin.    The  condition  of  winter 
wheat  as  of  July  1  was  just  average,  whereas  last  year  an  above  average 
condition  was  reported.     The  condition  of  the  rye  and  spring  barley  crops 
were  both  slightly  above  average  on  July  1.    The  condition  of  winter  bar- 
ley was  below  average,  but  the  winter  barley  acreage  in  Prussia  represents 
less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  total  barley  acreage.    Private  reports  from 
Prance  mention  an  improvement  in  the  wheat  crop  in  that  country  as  a  re- 
sult of  recent  favorable  weather  conditions.     Scattered  rains  were  re- 
ported over  Europe  during  the  week  ended  July  4,  with  extensive  rains  only 
in  southeastern  Europe  and  Prance, 

The  condition  of  the  grain  crops  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  (Soviet  Russia) 
as  of  June  15  was  officially  reported  at  111  per  cent  of  average  against 
117  per  cent  at  the  same  time  last  year,  according  to  Mr,  Dawson.  The 
Meteorological  Branch  of  the  Commissariat  of  Agriculture  of  the  R.  S.  P.  S. 
R.  reports  that  crop  conditions  improved  somewhat  during  the  period  June  10 
to  June  20,  due  to  the  rains  in  parts  of  northeastern  Ukraine,  parts  of 
North  Caucasus,  and  in  the  Eastern  Regions  with  the  exception  of  the  east- 
ern section  of  Lower  Volga.    This  report  conflicts  somewhat  with  a  previous  x 
report  of  drought  which  had  bfeen  given  to  the  German  Weather  Bureau  and  re- 
ported to  this  office  by  Mr.  Dawson. 
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Harvesting  was  started  in  the  southern  regions  the  last  of  Jiinet 
The  weather  during  the  week  ended  July  4  was  clear  in  the  south  and  west, 
but  rains  fell  in  central  Russia,  including  the  Volga  region.    The  share 
of  the  southern  regions  in  the  total  grain  procurements  of  the  U.  S.  S.  R» 
for  the  season  from  July  1  to  June  1,  1928-29  is  placed  at  26  per  cent 
against  55  per  cent  last  year.    The  procurements  in  Ukraine  amounted  to  15 
per  cent  of  the  total  against  41  per  cent  last  year,  and  in  North  Caucasus 
10  per  cent  against  13  per  cent  in  the  1927-28  season.    The  condition  of 
the  wheat  crop  in  Egypt  as  of  July  1  was  111  per  cent  of  average  as  com- 
pared with  95  per  cent  of  average  July  1,  1928. 

Movement  to  market 

United  States 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from 
July  1,  1928  to  June  29,  1929  were  162,448,000  bushels  against  206,727,000 
bushels  during  the  same  period  last  year.    Exports  of  flour  alone  have 
been  nearly  the  same  as  last  year,  amounting  to  12,716,000  barrels  against 
"12,921,000  barrels  last  year,  or  an  equivalent  of  59,765,000  bushels  of 
wheat  against  60,729,000  bushels  last  year.    The  exports  of  wheat  and 
flour  during  the  .week  ended  June  29  were  2,197,000  bushels  against 
1,243,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  June  22  and  1,292,000.  bushels  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  June  30,  1928. 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada 
on  June  28    stood  at  74,364,000  bushels  against  75,933,000  bushels  on  June 
21,  and  73,649,000  bushels  on  June  29,  1928.     Shipments  from  Fort  William, 
Port  Arthur,  and  Vancouver  during  the  week  ended  June  28  showed  a  decline 
as  compared  with  the  previous  week,  total  shipments  from  these  points 
amounting  to  3,313,000  bushels  as  compared  with  5,838,000  bushels  the 
previous  week.    Total  shipments  from  Fort  William-Port  Arthur  from  August 
1  to  June  28,  1928-29  were  284,056,000  bushels,  and  from -Vancouver  were 
95,670,000  bushels.    Receipts  at  Fort  William-Port  Arthur  for  the  season 
to  June  28  were  303,802,000  bushels  and  at  Vancouver  were  96,686,000 
bushels. 

Foreign  grain  markets - 

Europe 

The  German,  Government  has  increased  the  tariff  on  imported  grains 
to  become  effective  July  10,  according  to  a  cable  from  Mr.  Dawson  at  Ber- 
lin.   Under  the  new  system,  flour  mills  are  obligated  to  use  a.  minimum  of 
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30  per  cent  domestic  wheat.    European  grain  markets  were  very,  active  dur- 
ing the  week  and  prices  of  "both  oread  and  feed  grains,  were  firm...  The 
spot  price  of  domestic  wheat  at  Hamburg  advanced  decidedly  during  the  week, 
"being  quoted  at  $1.64  per  bushel  on  July  3  against  $1.52  per  bushel  on-  ■■ 
June  26.    The  spot  price  of  rye  at  ..Berlin  was  $1.32  per  bushel  against  .  . 
$1.16  on 'June  26. 

J  apan 

The  quotations  for  imported  wheat  at  Japanese  mills  advanced  9  to  21 
cents  per  bushel  from  June  1  to  July  1,  according  to  a  cable  to  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  Kemper  at  Tokyo. 
The  price  of  United  States  western  white  wheat  advanced  from  $1.47  per 
bushel  -on -June  1  to  $1.60  on  July  1,  Canadian  No.  5  advanced  from  $1.34  to 
$1.55  per  bushel,  and  Australian  from  $1.53  to  $1.62  per  bushel  during  the 
same  period.    The  wholesale  price  of  flour  also  showed  an  increase,  being 
quoted'  at  $1.55  on  July  1  against  $1.53  on' June  1.    The,  imports  of  wheat 
into  Japan  during  May  were  3,422,000  bushels  against  3,574,000  bushels  dur- 
ing May  1928.    Imports  for  the  season  beginning  July  1,'  1928,  however,  are 
well  in  advance  of  those  during' the.  same  period  of  the  1927-23  .season,  be- 
ing-reported at  27,043,000  bushels  against  19,238,000  bushels  in  1927-28. 
Imports  during  May  included  304,000  bushels' from  United  States,  1,896,000 
bushels  from  Canada,  1,058,000  bushels  from  Australia,  and  164,000  bushels 
from  other  countries. 

United  States  wheat  xirices 

The  tone  of  the  wheat  market  was  very  firm  during  the  week  ended 
June  28  and  weighted  average  Cash  prices  of  all  classes  made  siibstantial 
gains.    These  gains  contributed  to  a  rise  of  six  cents  to  110  cents  per 
bushel  in  the  weighted  average  cash  price  of  all  classes  and  grades-  at  the 
six  principal  markets  as  compared  with  141  cents  a  year  ago.    Of  the  var-*  ■ 
ious  classes  of  wheat,  hard  "winter  and  hard  spring  made  the  greatest  ad-, 
vances  during  the  week;  No.  2  hard  winter  at  Kansas  City  advanced  seven, 
cents  to  109?  cents  per  bushel  as  compared  with  145  cents  last  year,  and  No. 
1  dark  northern  spring  at  Minneapolis  made  the  same  advance  to  130  cents 
per  bushel  as  compared  with  152  cents  a  year  ago.    No.  2  red  winter  at  St* 
Louis  advanced  six  cents  to  127  cents  per  bushel  as  against  172  cents  last 
year.    No.  2  amber  durum  at  Minneapolis  advanced  only  three  cents  to  112 
cents  as  compared  with  127  cents  last  year.    Western  white  at  Seattle,  as 
indicated  by  the  average  of  daily  cash  quotations,  advanced  approximately 
five  cents  to  116  cents  as  compared  with  140  cents  last  year.    Cash  prices 
have-been  steady  to- higher  since  June  28.    The  spread  between  cash  closing 
prices  at  Minneapolis  and  Winnipeg  narrowed  one  cent  during  the  week  to 
three  cents  in  favor  of  Minneapolis  as  compared  with  a  spread  of  18  cents 
last  year. 
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July  futures  at  Chicago  closed  at  119.5  cents  per  "bushel  on  July  3,  or 
approximately  nine  cents  higher  than  on  June  '27,  as  compared  with  136  cents, 
last  year.    Closing  prices  at  Minneapolis'- Were  ill  cents  higher  and  17  cents 
higher  at  Winnipeg  than  on  June  27.    The  close  at  Liverpool  was  129  cents  on 
July  3  as  compared  with  113  cents  June-  27  and  151  cents  last  year.     July  futures 
at  Buenos  Aires  closed  at  111  cents  on  July  2  as  compared  with  100  cents  June  26.

FEED  GRAINS 
Barley 

There  having  "been  no  new  "barley  acreage  estimates  received  during 
the  week,  the  number  of  European  countries  reported  so  far  remains  at  11, 
with  a  total  of  14,712,000  acres.    That  figure  indicates  an  increase  of 
3.3  per  cent  over  the  acreage  planted  in  the  same  countries  last  year. 
See  table,  page  60.     Scotland  is  reported  as  anticipating  a  further  de- 
crease in  barley  acreage  this  year,  the  reduction  running  as  high  as  20 
per  cent  in  some  'districts.     In  Denmark,  the  final  estimate  of  the  1928 
barley  crop  was  reduced  to  50,541,000  bushels.    The  crop,  however,  was 
still  more  than  40  per  cent  above  that  of  1927.     See  barley  production 
table,  page  61.    Ear ley  procurements 1  in  Russia  from  July  1,  1928  to  March 
1,  1929  amounted  to  19,347,000  bushels,  or  more  than  twice  as  much  as  was 
collected  during  the  same  period  of  1927-28. 

Total  barley- exports,  from  the. United  States,  Canada,  Argentina,  and 
the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1,  1928  to  the  latest  dates  available 
amount  to  118,871, 000-  bushels,  an  increase  of  24.8  per  cent  over  the 
95,259,000  bushels:  exported  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding  year. 
The  United  States  export  during  the  week  ended  June  29  was  one  of  the 
largest  weekly  shipments  since  early  in  December.    For  barley  trade  table, 
see  page.  62.    There  has  not  been  much  change  in  United  States  barley 
prices  for  the  past  two  months.    No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  advanced  one 
cent  to  60  cents  per  bushel-  during  the  week  ended  June  28.'   This  was  37 
cents  below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.    See  table, 
page  63. 

The  United  States  during  the  year  ended  March  31  exported  23,078,000 
bushels  of  barley  through  Canadian  ports.     This  was  almost  twice  as  much  as 
was  exported  through  Canada  during  the  year  ended  March  31,  1928,  on  ac- 
count of  increased  purchases  by  Germany  and  Netherlands.     The  decreS  of 
September  27,  1928,  compelling  the  inspection  of  imports  into  Germany  of 
American  barley  has  been  extended  until  August  31,  1929.     The  inspection 
;  stations,  however,  have  been  closed  at  Wesermuende ,   Stettin,  Kiel,  and 
Emden. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  on  June  28  stood  at  6,599,000  bushels  compared  with 'only  2,616,000 
bushels  on  the  same  date  in  1928,  and  2,364,000  bushels  in  1927.  Receipts 
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of  barley  at  Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  Victoria  from  Au- 
gust 1  -  June  28,  1928-29,  totaled  43,363,000  bushels,  while  shipments 
during  the  same  period  amounted  to  40,324,000  "bushels.    There  was  re- 
ported to  "be  a  better  demand  for  Danish  feed  barley  about  June  19,  and 
some  Danish  barley  was  said  to  have  been  sold  for  export,  especially  to 
Germany,  but  it  was  bringing  comparatively  low  prices. 

Oats 

There  were  no  changes  during  the  past  week  in  the  1929  oats  acre- 
age estimates.     The  8  European  countries  reporting  so  far  show  a  total  of 
17,218,000  acres,  an  increase  of  1.5  per  cent  over  the  acreage  sown  by  the 
same  countries  in  1928.     See  table,  page  60.    Reports  from  Scotland  indi- 
cate considerable  variations  in  oats  acreage  for  1929,  with  increases  of 
from  5  to  10  per  cent  in  some  areas  and  reductions  of  equal  proportions, 
elsewhere.    Many  districts  report  some  damage  from  grub  and  wire  worm. 
In  Denmark  the  estimate  of  oats  production  for  1928  has  been  raised  to 
72,960,000  bushels,  a  figure  almost  20  per  cent  above  the  1927  harvest. 
See  table,  page  61.    Oats  procurements  in  Russia  from  July  1,  1928  to 
March  1,  1929  totaled  79,429,000  bushels,  a  figure  more  than  double  that 
of  the  corresponding  1927-28  period. 

Total  exports  of  oats  from  the  United  States,  Canada,  Argentina, 
and  the  Danubian  countries  from  July  1,  1928  to'  the  latest  dates  avail- 
able amount  to  55,521,000  bushels,  an  increase  of  19.7  per  cent  over  the 
46,387,000  bushels  shipped  out  during  the  same  periods  of  the  preceding 
year.    United  States  oat^  exports  during  the  week  ended  June  29  continued 
small,  while  prices  continued  at  about  the  level  of  the  past  month.  No. 
3  white  oats  at  Chicago  for  that  week  declined' one  cent  bo low  the  price 
for  the  two  preceding  weeks  to  44  cents  per  bushel,  which  was  25  cents 
below  the  price  for  the  corresponding  week  last  year.     See  tables  showing 
oats  trade,  -page  62. 

Exports  of  United  States  oats  through  Canadian  ports  during  the 
year  ended  March  31.  1929  amounted  to  only  3,569,000  bushels  compared 
with  4, 559 9 000  bushels  the  preceding  year,  on  account  of  decreased  ship- 
ments to  Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  the  Netherlands.,     Stocks  of  oats  in 
store  in  the  Western  Grain  Inspection  Division  of  Canada  cn  June  28 
amounted  to  11,905,000  bushels,  against  only  5,540,000  bushels  on  the 
same  date  last  year,  and  3,540,000  bushels  in  1927.    Receipts  of  oats  at 
Port  William,  Port  Arthur,  Vancouver,  and  Prince  Rupert  from  August  1  - 
June  28,  1923-29  amounted  to  29,253,000  bushels,  while  shipments  during 
the  same  period  totaled  24,398,000  bushels. 
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Corn 

The  total  1929  corn  acreage  for  the  5  European  countries  so  far 
reported  remains  at  17,258,000  acres,  a  figure  5.6  per  cent  above  that 
planted  in  the  same  countries  last  year.     See  table,  page  60.  The 
1928-29  corn  crop  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  has  been  lowered  by  the 
third  official  estimate  to  67,946,000  bushels.     The  crop,  however,  is 
still  only  0.8  per  cent  below  that  of  1927-28.     See  corn  production 
table,  page  61.     Corn  procurements  in  Russia  from  July  1,  1928  to  March 
1,  1929  amounted  to  7,213,000  bushels,  which  was  less  than. 55  per  cent 
of  the  collections  during  the  same  period  of  1923. 

United  States  exports  of  corn  through  Canadian  ports  during  the 
year  ended  March  31  a  1939  amounted  to  1,839,000  bushels,  a  figure  nearly 
nine  times  as  large  as  the  218 ,000  bushels  "shipped  in  transit  during  the 
year  ended  March  31,  1928.    Net  exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States, 
the  Danubian  countries,  Argentina,  and  the  Union  of  South,  Africa,  as  far 
as  reported  since  November  1,  total  170,493,000  bushels*  a  decrease  of 
8.8  per  cent  from  the  136,912,000  bushels  exported  during  the  same  per- 
iods of  the  preceding  year.    United  State's  corn  exports  during  the  week 
ended  June  29,  while  still  small,  were  larger  than  for  each  of  the  pre- 
ceding three  weeks.  -  The  Argentine  export  of  6,455, 000.  bushels  for  that 
week  was  the  third  largest  weekly  shipment  since  the  middle  of  October. 
See  corn  trade  table,  page  62. 

There  was  little  change  in  United  States  corn  prices  during  the 
week  ended  June  28.    Both  cash  prices  of  Lib.  3  yellow  corn  and  July 
futures  advanced  one  cent  to  93  cents  per  bushel,  compared  with  an  ad- 
vance of  2  and  3  cents  respectively  to  $1.03  at  the  same  time  last  year. 
Both  July  and  August  future  prices  of  Argentine  corn  for  that  week  as 
cabled  from  Buenos  Aires  advanced  a  little  to  83  cents  per  bushel,  while 
for  the  corresponding  week  last  year  July  futures  averaged  87  cents  and 
September  futures  85  cents.     The  spread  between  United  States  and  Argen- 
tine July  future  corn  prices,  therefore,  amounted  to  10  cents  per  bushel. 
It  was  reported  in  Denmark  about  June  19  that  prices  of  Argentine  corn 
for  immediate  delivery  were  unchanged,  while  they  had  declined  somewhat 
for  later  delivery.     There  was  only  a  slight  demand  for  North  American 
and  for  large,  white  African  corn,  so  quotations  declined  further.  Por 
table  showing  corn  prices,   see  page  63.

The.  acre 
age  in  Italy  is  estimated  at  891,000  acres,  in  Czechoslovakia  at  1,798, 00Q 
acres,  and  in  Rumania  at  498,000  acres,  against  875,000  acres,  1,798,000 
acres,  and  509,000  acres  in  1928,  respectively.  A  report  from  .Consul  pin- 
ley  at  Edinburgh  states  that  the  1929  potato  acreage  in'Scotland  is.  ex- 
pected to  show  a  decrease  as  compared  with  1928. 


SUGAR 

Official  estimate  of  the  1928-29  Cuban  sugar  crop  confirms  G-uraa- 
Mejer's  estimate  of  5,775,000  short  tons.     (See  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets 
July  1,  1S29,  page  12.)    As  previously  stated,  this,  figure  shows  an  in- 
crease c-f  27,6  per  cent  over  last  season's  crop  of  4,527,000  short  tons. 
The  total  cane  ground,  according  to  the  official  estimate,  was  47,718,000 
short  tons  as  compared  with  39,156,000  short  tons  reported  for  the  1927-28 
crop.    The  average  yield  of  sucrose  in  1928-29  was  12.28  per  cent  as  com- 
pared with  11.72  in  the  previous  season.    The  official  report  of  the  sugar 
crop  by  provinces  is  given  on  page  63.    Weather  conditions  in  Cuba  are 
very  favorable  for  the  growing  crop,  according  to  a  trade  report  of  June 
24.    Heavy  rains  have  occurred  in  the  western  part  of  the  Island  and  in 
other  parts  the  rains,  while  not  heavy,  are  sufficient  for  the  growing- 
crop. 


TOBACCO 

Larger,  plantings  of  flue-cured  tobacco  in  Ontario 

The  area  planted  to  flue-cured  tobacco  in  Norfolk  county,  Ontario, 
which  has  been  rapidly  expanding  during  recent  years,  has  doubled  this 
season,  according  to  the  June  27  number  of' "The  Farmers'  Advocate"  of 
Canada.     The  area  planted  this  year  is  reported  at  10,000  acres  as  against 
approximately  5,000  acres  last  year,  which  constituted  a  little  less  than 
one-half  of  the  total  Canadian  flue- cured  area,  concentrated  almost  ex- 
clusively in  the  southwestern  section  of  Ontario.     Considerable  anxiety 
for  the  crop  Y/as  experienced  by  the  growers,  due  to  the  dry  spell  which 
set  in  at  planting  time,  but  the  rain  which  fell  on  June  12,  vvhile  far 
from  abundant,  alleviated  the  situation  considerably.    A  great  deal  of 
replanting,  however,  was  necessary,  but  it  is  stated  that  there  was  an 
abundance  of  plants  for  this  purpose.

The  acreage  planted  to.  "beans  in  Bulgaria  for  the  current  year  is 
expected  to  show  an  increase  over  ls&t  year,  according  to  a  report  from 
Consul  Francis.  H.  Styles  at  Antwerp  in  which  he  quotes  trade  reports. 
With  regard  to  Rumania,  Hungary,  and  Yugoslavia,  Consul  Styles  states 
that  no  reports  have  as  yet  been  received,  but  it  is  believed  that  little 
change  from  last  year's  bean  acreage  has  taken  place.     Of  these  countries 
Rumania  is  of  outstanding  importance  in  the  world  bean  trade,  being  the 
world's  greatest  "bean  exporting  country.     The  acreage  devoted  to  common 
"beans  in  that  country  in  1928  was  officially  estimated  at  189,500  acres 
grown  alone,  and  2,108,900  acres  grown  together  with  other  crops.  No 
figures  have  as  yet  "been  reported  for  the  acreages  sown  to  beans  in  1928 
in  Bulgaria  or  Yugoslavia.    Hungary,  however,  reports  an  acreage  of  8,450 
acres  sown  to  common  beans  in  1928.'  Ho  estimate  ha,s  been  made  of  the 
area  sown  to  broad  beans  which  is  Hungary's  largest  "bean  crop.  Rumania, 
Bulgaria  and  Yugoslavia  produce  mostly  common  beans. 


FRUIT,     VEGETABLES    AND  HUTS 


MARKET  FOR  AMERICAN  PRUHES  IH  COLOGNE ,  GERMANY :     The  Cologne  area 
in  Germany    offers  a  good  market  for  American    prunes  and  other  dried 
fruits,  according  to  a  report  received-  in  the  Foreign  Service    of  the 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Consul  J.  K.  Huddle  at  Cologne. 
Cologne  is  an  important  fruit  districting  center  for  Western  Germany. 
Considerable  quantities  of  fresh  fruits,  especially  of  apples,  pears, 
cherries,  peaches,  and  apricots,  are  grown  just  south  of  Cologne  and 
these  control  the  market  from  July  to  January,  but  dried  fruits  ar&  in 
good,  demand  from  January  to  June.     The  consumption  of  "both  fresh  and 
dried  fruits    is  expanding,  states  Mr.  Huddle.     The  Pacific  Coast  and^ 
Yugoslavia  supply  practically  all  of  the  prunes,  consumed  in  the  Cologne 
area.    Negligible  quantities  are  received  from  Bulgaria,  Austria,  and 
Rumania,     See  Foreign  Service  release.,F.  S./P-79,  July  2,  1929. 
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The  index  for  the  month  of  May  1929,  as  shown  "by  44  of  the  principal 
agricultural  products,  amounted  to  79  which,  with  the  exception  of  May  1,924, 
was  lower  than  any  corresponding  month  during  the  period  covered  "by  this 
study,  1915-1929,    Most  of  the  decrease  was  due  to  the  decline  in  exports  of 
cotton  which  had  an  index  of  47  or  lower  than  any  other  May  since  1925.  All 
the  leading  markets  which  include  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany ,  France*  Italy, 
Russia  and  Japan  took  less  cotton  than  during  May,  1923,  so  that  exports  to 
Europe  as  a  whole  were  only  half  as  large  as  during  the  same  month  a  year  ago. 
However,  exports  for  the  season  which  "began  August  1,  1928  show  a  significant 
gain  or  an  increase  of  more  than.  11  per  cent,  as  compared  with  the  corresponding 
period  of  last  year. 

Exports  of  wheat  and  flour  so  far  this  season  are  about  22  per  cent 
"behind  those  of  last  year,  hut  the  index  for  the  month  of  May  was  179,  or 
higher  than  any  May  during  the  last  eight  years.    Reduced  freight  rates  and 
a  delayed  harvest  in  northern  Europe  were  factors  contributing,  to  the  larger 
exports  for  the  month.     Some  recovery  was  noted  in  the  exports  of  cured  pork 
and  there  was  also  a  better  foreign  demand  for  United  States  lard.  While 
showing  a  slight  seasonal  decline,  exports  of  leaf  tobacco  for  the  11  months, 
July  1,  1928-May  31,  1929  were  17  per  cent  above  those  for  the  same  period 
a  year  earlier.    Fruits  and  vegetables  had  an  index  of  198,  which  with  the 
exception  of  May  1919  was  higher  than  any  corresponding  month.    All  the 
principal  fruits  show  a  gain  over  the  exports  last  season,  both  fresh  and 
dried  apples  being  twice  as  large  as  during  1927-28.  .
